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Beating ends life at age of 3 


HUNTINGTON, W.Va. (AP) -Little 


Jonathan Workman has lost an 84-hour 
struggle for life that began after he 
reportedly was beaten for wetting his 
pants. 


Officials at St. Mary's Hospital said 


the 3-year-old boy died Sunday night. He 
was in a coma after being injured and 
had relied on a life support machine. 


Jonathan was brought to the hospital 


Thursday afternoon by his mother, Delia 
Workman, of rural Fort Gay in neigh- 
boring Wayne County, and by Jackie 
McAboy, 23. McAboy, who had been 
babysitting with Jonathan and 


Jonathan's 5-year-old brother Dallas, 
told police the child had fallen in the 
bathroom after he had been "whipped 
for wetting his pants." 


But Fort Gay authorities had already 


notified police here and McAboy, 
formerly of Huntington, was taken into 
custody on a felonious assault charge. 
Sunday night, Wayne County magistrate 
Virgil Mills said the charge would be 
changed to murder. 


"Dallas was the only witness," said 


Wayne County Sheriff Keith Ray. "He 
told us McAboy was 'breaking Jonathan 
of wetting his pants' and the he hit and 


kicked his little brother and three him 
into the commode, head first." 


The sandy-haired child's injuries 


included a badly cut mouth and a broken 
jaw. A doctor who examined him at the 
hospital emergency room said he had 
sustained massive brain damage. 


Hospital officials said the child was 


injured about noon Thursday. At that 
same time, his father, Ray Workman, 
27, was in a local courtroom being 
sentenced to a year in prison for armed 
robbery. 


Fort Gay authorities said McAboy had 


been living at the Workman home. They 


said police had investigated prior 
complaints of mistreatment of the 
children. 


"Dallas said Jonathan never said a 


word during the beating, just cried a 
little bit," the sheriff said. 


Nurses at the hospital also said the 


child never uttered a word during the 
three days he lay on his hospital bed. 


Relatives said Jonathan, who weighed 


about 35 pounds, was a bright child who 
was just beginning to make simple 
declarative sentences. 


His aunt, Mrs. Howard Stevens, said 


tearfully Sunday night: 


"He was talkin' real good."

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Accord near on 
troop pullback

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


said today Egypt and Israel both agree 
with his efforts to get a troop pullback 
accord on the Suez front and negotiations 
have progressed to the detailed drafting 
stage. 


"Your secretary of state, when he 


sticks his fingers in something, he 
generally brings it to a successful 
conclusion," Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy told newsmen. "And I 
think he will this time." 


Sitting on a sunlit veranda at Aswan in 


upper Egypt, Kissinger told the news- 
men that his shuttling mediation talks 
with Egyptians and Israelis are "the 
toughest I have been in." 


He and President Anwar Sadat set up 


joint teams of draftsmen to work on the 
detailed language of an accord to 
separate Israeli and Egyptian forces 
along the uneven and explosive Suez 
Canal cease-fire lines left from the 
October Middle East war. 


"I think both parties agree with the 


efforts," Kissinger said. 


Kissinger, who delayed his return to 


Israel by several hours, said he probably 
will see Sadat again before carrying the 
proposal back to Jerusalem later today 
for consideration by the Israeli cabinet. 


"It is a very tough problem," he 


added. "It is hard to reconcile." 


The fast-traveling American secretary 


said he may then return to Aswan —in 
what would be the third time in his 
current tour —to get Sadat's reaction to 
any changes the Israelis might propose. 


The drafting teams were an obvious 


sign that Kissinger is succeeding in his 


hectic efforts to bring the Israelis and 
Egyptians together. 


Until this point, he had discussed 


general ideas and then concrete military 
positions. But now he will be bringing 
the Israelis both a map pinpointing 
proposed withdrawal positions and the 
phraseology of a draft resolution. 


"This is the toughest negotiations I 


have been in, certainly the most 
complex," Kissinger said before Fahmy 
joined him on the veranda. He paused, 
then added: "I like the people involved." 


The plan as it stands now is generally 


understood to call for Israeli withdrawal 
eastward into the Sinai mere than 20 
miles from the Suez Canal. Israel also is 
demanding that Egypt thin out its forces 
east of the canal and pull heavy weapons 
out of east bank territory recaptured in 
October. 


This was believed one of the key 


sticking points as Kissinger flew from 
Israei Sunday night to see Sadat in 
Aswan, where the Egyptian president 
has been recovering from bronchitis in 
the warm, dry air. 


Egyptian officials said their president 


told Kissinger on Saturday that his 
"Egyptian forces in the Sinai Desert are 
there to stay with their weapons." They 
said Sadat "irrevocaby" rejected 
proposals for thinning out the Egyptian 
forces in Sinai or defining the types of 
their weapons. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 


Fahmy issued a statement Sunday 
renewing Egypt's demand for total 
Israeli withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab territory. It rejected a "unilateral 
peace" with Israel —one that does not 
include Syria and Jordan. 


Massive accident in

Despite the bristling tone, U. S. 


officials with Kissinger believed the 
statement was designed to soothe 
radical Arab quarters and was not a sign 
of unhappiness with the disengagement 
proposal. 


Higher gas 
tax advised 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A three-cent 


per gallon gasoline tax increase and a $6 
increase in automobile license fees was 
recommended today by the Wisconsin 
Department of Transportation. 


The agency said a study of transpor- 


tation revenue and needs showed 
Wisconsin would fall $1.7 billion short of 
funds for minimal transporation needs 
by 1979 under the current tax and license 
fee. 


The $80 million per year that the two 


increases would generate would oriiv go 
a small way toward offsetting revenue 
losses due to the energy shortage and 
meeting construction and maintenance 
needs, it said. 


The department said it wanted the 


authority to study conversion of the 
state's present flat fee motor vehicle 
licenses to a graduated scale based on 
the value of the vehicle. 


State and county highway and street 


improvements will cost $3.8 billion in 
state money during the next five years, 
and urban transit $200 million, the study 
said. 


The state's current gasoline tax is 


seven cents per gallon. The annual 
passenger car license fee is $18.15.

Maryland court advises 
disbarment of Agnew 


WASHINGTON (AP) -An Atomic 


Energy Commission official says the 
preliminary results of a scientific study 
suggests there will never be a major 
accident in a nuclear power plant. 


This was a conclusion of Dr. Harbert 


Kouts, the AEC's director of reactor 
safety research, who commented on the 
results of the study. 


The odds on a major catastrophe at a 


nuclear plant were given in the study as 
"once in 1 billion to once in 10 billion 
years" for a given reactor. 


Kouts said that the study's figures 


show that "even with the 1,000 reactors 
expected to be operating by the year 
2000, it would be 1,000 to 10,000 years 
before any given reactor might be 
expected to have an accident." 


Thus, he said, "for the 100 to 200 years 


we expect to be using fissionable 
uranium before supplies run out ... we 
would expect never to have a catas- 
trophic accident by an overwhelming 
probability factor." 


The study was conducted for the AEC 


at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Its findings were reported 
by AEC Chairman Dixy Lee Ray and 
Kouts in separate interviews. 


Kouts described a catastrophic 


accident as one in which large quantities 
of radioactive materials would be 
released, killing "thousands of people, 


possibly 5,000 to 10,000 although the 
figures are verv shak>." 


He said in? sti'dy tended to confirm 


AF~ r ^"umates that chances of such an 
a<_c;r5nt are "so low as to be negligible. 


He and Dr. Ray also reported that the 


MIT preliminary findings also projected 
the possibility of a less severe accident 
as once in a million to once in 10 million 
years for any given reactor. 


Kouts described this type accident as 


"comparable in its consequences to the 
crash of a jumbo-jet aircraft that might 
kill 200 people or so." 


"That's the same kind of probability 


that would prevail for a person to be 
bitten by a venomous snake while 
crossing the street at Dupont Circle (in 
the heart of the nation's capital) ..." Dr. 
Ray said. 


She said that, for this and other 


reasons, "I think we (the AEC) are going 
to have to begin to come out swinging a 
little harder...." a reference to en- 
vironmentalist and other critics of 
nuclear power plant safety. 


She said the study took nearly two 


years and $2 million and was conducted 
by Dr. Norman C. Rasmussen, a 
professor of nuclear engineering at 
M.I.T. 


Kouts said that Rasmussen's figures 


still are preliminary and subject to 
comment from other scientists and from 
AEC critics before formal release.

ANNAPOLIS. Md. (AP) —A special 


three-judge panel recommended today 
that former Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew be disbarred from the practice of 
law in Maryland. 


The three Circuit Court judges said 


that Agnew's evasion of income tax, 
acknowledged in a no-contest plea, was 
"deceitful and dishonest" and "strikes 
at the heart of the basic object of the 
legal profession ..." 


"We shall therefore recommend his 


disbarment. We see no extenuating 
circumstances allowing a lesser sanc- 
tion," a 14-page recommendation said. 


The recommendation goes to the 


Maryland Court of Appeals, which 
makes the final decision on whether to 
bar Agnew from the practice of law. 


Disciplinary actions were filed by the 


state bar association last November 
after Agnew pleaded no contest to a 
federal tax charge and resigned from the 
vice presidency. 


The bar association had asked the 


three judges to disbar Agnew. The 
former vice president, however, had 
asked the panel to merely suspend him 
from practicing law, arguing that his 
misconduct was not connected with his 
duties as a lawyer. 


Agnew told the judges that he had at no 


time enriched himself at the expense of 
his public trust and that there was 
nothing to indicate that he would not 
faithfully and honestly represent his 
clients as a lawyer. 


But Circuit Court Judges Shirley B. 


Jones, Ridgely P. Melvin Jr., and 
William H. McCullough said Agnew's 
conduct was harmful to the proper 
administration of justice. 


In our opinion, the proper adminis- 


tration of justice, the proper respect of 
the court for itself and a proper regard 
for the integrity of the profession 
compel us to conclude that the res- 
pondent is unfit to continue as a 
member of the bar of this state," the 
recommendation said. 


The three judges said their recom- 


mendation was based solely on Agnew's 
no-contest plea to the tax charge. They 
said they did not take into consideration 
any of the allegations made by the 
Justice Department in Agnew's U.S. 
District Court appearance last Oct. 10. 


Newspaper case pends 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today agreed to consider whether 
states can demand that newspapers 
give free space to political candidates 
for replies to editorial attacks. 


The justices accepted the case for 


argument on the merits but left them- 
selves the option of deciding, after 
hearing the arguments, that they do not 
have jurisdiction in the case. 


The issue reached the justices in a case 


from Florida in which the state supreme 
court upheld a 1913 state law requiring 
that newspapers which "assail" the 
personal character or official record of 


a candidate must print his reply with 
equal prominence- 


Major news organizations called the 


Florida court decision an unprecedented 
violation of First Amendment rights. 


The Florida justices were equally 


adamant in seeing their support of the 
law as an enhancement of First 
Amendment values for all citizens at a 
time of growing concentration in press 
ownership. 


The U.S. Supreme Court agreed to 


hear the case in a brief, routine order. It 
will be argued later this term with a 
decision expected by June. 


Only Mississippi has a similar right- 


to-reply statute. It has been construed as 
applicable only in instances of libel, 
according to papers filed in the Florida 
case. 


The largely ignored Florida law found 


new prominence in 1972 when state 
legislative candidate Pat L. Tornillo 
invoked it in an attempt to reply to two 
editorials in the Miami Herald opposing 
his candidacy. 


A Florida trial court held the law 


invalid, but the Florida Supreme Court 
found the law compelling in the context 
of the election process, which it called 
the "fundamental precept upon which 
our system of government is based ..." 


Low profits discouraged domestic expansion, oil firm says 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Officials of 


some of the nation's largest oil com- 
panies acknowledge that their industry 
could have produced more domestic 
crude oil in recent years but decided 
against it because it wouldn't have been 
profitable. 


The officials said their companies 


were only exercising sound business 
judgments in ignoring such oil, and, to 
a man, they blamed federal policies and 
regulations for the situation. 


Ten executives from eight of the 


biggest 10 oil companies made their 
statements in separate interviews with 


The Associated Press. Most of the men 
asked not to be identified either by name 
or by company. 


"The oil we're talking about is in fields 


that are in secondary and tertiary 
recovery stages," said one of the 
officials. "It's very expensive to produce 
that oil and with the prices we could have 
gotten for it (under federal price 
regulation) in past years, we would have 
lost money. 


"To some people, I know that's going 


to sound evil. But we have a business 
proposition here. It's hard-headed 
business economics." 


The industry executives were 


unanimous in blaming federal policies 
for the lag in domestic oil production. 
They said price regulation did not allow 
them sufficient profit to encourage 
domestic exploration and drilling. 


Also cited were the delays in 


development of the North Slope in 
Alaska, restrictions on foreign imports 
and the unavailability of new offshore 
leases. 


"The combination of government 


policies and the lack of new leases made 
investment by the oil companies in this 
country somewhat unattractive," said 


Norman DeBay, manager of investor 
relations for the Gulf Oil Corp. 


"The oil companies spent their money 


overseas where the investment oppor- 
tunities were good," DeBay said. "I 
think it's quite a logical thing to have 
done." 


A spokesman for the Federal Energy 


Office said government officials v/ere 
aware that there is available domestic 
oil that the industry has failed to 
produce. 


"Many of the regulation and policy 


changes made over the past months have 
' een aimed at making production of that 


oil more attractive to the industry," 
Gene Curella, the FEO spokesman, said. 
But he added there was some question 
whether the industry should have sought 
those incentives. 


"It may make good business sense to 


the industry to leave that oil in the 
ground," Curella said. "But is it right to 
place that high a priority on profits when 
the nation is in the midst of an energy 
crisis like we have now?" 


Last month, the Cost of Living Council 


approved a $1 a barrel increase in the 
price of regulated domestic crude oil, 
bringing to $5.25 a barrel the price o> 
oj> 


companies can charge purchasers, ihe 
council earlier had exempted frcm price 
controls new domestic petroleum 
production. 


Both measures were intended to 


encourage production and development, 
and oil industry officials indicated the 
new measures probably would have the 
desired effect. 


"With the prices going up, we're 


taking another look at the oil it wasn't 
economical to produce before," one 
executive said. "The industry undoub- 
tedly will produce that oil when it is 
financially worthwhile for us to dd^o."

utilized the collage technique to trans- 
mit speed and excitement to the work. 


He has also sought to portray Hamlet 


as a contemporary man. Marowitz sees 
him as a slob, rationalizer, hypocrite, 
parlor liberal, paralyzed intellectual 
and armchair commando. Hamlet, ac- 
cording to Marowitz, is an aristocratic 
playboy who prefers dramatics to ruling 
a kingdom. Too weak for suicide, he is a 
frustrated actor who merely plays his 
roles.

Tandem collection stars 
bold and delicate fabrics

One of the best puts of traveling to 


* furniture market such as the one that 
concluded Friday in Chicago is having 
an opportunity to meet and talk with 
the men and women who design 
products that make their ways into our 
private world at home. 


Tuesday afternoon the working press 


was invited to the Jack Denst Design 
showrooms to view the work of and to 
meet a young textile designer by the 


name of Robert Tait. A New Yorker, 
he was educated at the PMladephia 
College of Textiles in Pennsylvania and 
has been the head of his own firm 
since he was 27. This he formed to be 
able to translate his own ideas instead 
of working as part of a team. 


After arriving for the showing, we 


were immediately introduced to Tait 
who took time to take a pair of us 
around the room. He explained each 
design from his new collection which 
was being shown in tandem with 
large-scale modern offerings by An- 


toinette de Boer of Germany. Com- 
bined, they are known as the "Evolu- 
tion Collection." 


Tait was very patient with us, telling 


us about each swatch and explaining 
weaving and knitting techniques that 
were unusual. We found him not only 
knowledgeable but amusing. Certainly, 
be knows textiles from the ground up- 
One time, for instance, he remained in 
Ireland at the site where a new fabric 
was to be woven to construct a special 
loom needed to expedite production of 
a fabric. 


I doubt if many of us think about the 


person who planned or the reasons 
behind a design when we select a 
fabric or wallcovering for a chair, 
window or wall. 


But when one meets these men and 


women, views collections and learns 
why colors were combined, why a 
weave was selected; indeed, why a 
process of weaving was considered in 
the first place, each swatch comes 
alive and the designer's personality 
reverberates from that swatch from 
that point on. 


One of Miss de Boer's pieces which 


is pictured here, "Demanda," com- 
bines great swirls upon a black •striped 
ground with reds, blues, violets and 
greens. Visual impact comes from 
warm tones cooled by one accent color. 
Another, "Gador," has a panel of 
horizontal blue and avocado strips on a 
red background. 


Tail's woven designs in the tandem

tionally by Tail's company and will be 
available through architects, interior 
designers and interior design depart- 
ments of fine stores. 


"Demanda" makes a bold statement in favor of the large- 
scale design in drapery fabrics, and West Germany designer, 
Antoinette de Boer, believes in the repetition of a successful 
pattern. To control the design, de Boer silk screens the swirls 
upon a 48-inch wide striped ground of cotton and linen. The 
design is recommended for expansive wall areas as draperies, 
wall hanging or wallcovering.

develop babysitting co-ops, plans for 
sharing houses together, social func- 
tions for mothers/children and resource 
information on jobs, lawyers, doctors 
and schools. 


Connolly, and Hope and a volunteer 


staff also publish MOMMA, a monthly 
magazine/newspaper which gives 3,000 
nationwide subscribers the same per- 
tinent information. 


Sharon Curtin is the author of 


"Nobody Ever Died of Old Age," Little, 
Brown. As a visiting nurse traveling 
around the country, Curtin came face to 
fade with the injustices, the loss of 
dignity, the poverty and the bitterness 
that surround old age. 


She discusses the sentimental non- 


sense and deliberate ignorance that 
pervades ideas on old age. She demands 
that we regard old people as "human 
beings with a future as well as a past" 
and challenges old people to "rise up 
angry." In 1971 she won the Atlantic 
Grant which enabled her to complete 
this book. 


Mary Emmons and Mary Beth Shea 


are the cofounders of the Funding 
Sources Clearinghouse, Inc., a com- 
puterized data service which matches 
grant seekers to grant givers. 


"People who are looking for money 


have certain needs, and people who are 
giving away have certain criteria," says 
Shea. With more than 500,000 grant- 
supported organizations and institutions 
in the U.S. and close to 75,000 private 
and government grant-making agen- 
cies, a grant seeker previously had to 
make time-consuming searches through 
Internal Revenue Service files, cor- 
porate foundation annual reports, 
business publications and directones. 


Emmons and Shea changed that by 


collecting and organizing, with the help 
of a computer system, complete data on 
50,000 programs. It is the only cen- 
tralized source of such information. 


Anne Grant is the co-ordinator of 


NOW national task force on education. 
After two years of research, she 
projected a multi-media documentary, a 
slide presentation with narration and 
music, entitled "Our North American 
Foremothers." 


The presentation relates the histories 


of obscure American women through 
period portraits, drawings, cartoons, 
newspapers, original handwritten let- 
ters and modern color photography. 


Anne commented: "Some people see 


women's history as essentially inserting 
women into text books — nothing for 
example, that a native American woman 
was a Lewis and Clark guide. But it's 
much more radical than that." The 
presentation will soon appear in film 
form and Grant is transforming the 
documentary into a book. 


Kathy Kahn is the author of "Hillbilly 


Women," Doubleday, IS self-portraits of 
Appalachian women. Her book takes an 


honest, myth destroying look at moun- 
tain women. Kahn is a community or- 
ganizer, actively involved with the 
struggles of poor and working people in 
the North Georgia Mountains. She is 
helping to organize strikes, get decent 
health care and work on any problem 
that needs to be solved. 


"In order for life to be made easier for 


hillbilly people, just as for other poor 
and working class people, people are 
going to have to become educated to 
what the problems of society are and 
then do something about them." Kahn is 
also a singer with an album to her 
credit, "The Working Girl: Women's 
Songs of Mountains, Mines and Mills." 


Bette Midler is a singer who slowly 


became a star and is quickly becoming a 
legend. "Success has to do with whether 
you have enough drive and energy and 
intelligence and talent to make a career 
out of it," says Midler. 


Her vocal range and taste run the 


gamut —rock, pop, blues, 30firsts, 40s, 
50s. Her album "The Divine Miss M," 
Atlantic, released in November 1972, 
has already sold over a hundred 
thousand copies. She has played two 
Lincoln Center concerts, toured the 
United States, has a second successful 
album and had a three-week run at the 
New York Palace Theatre this 
December. 


Midler began her career as an extra in 


the movie and did a three-year stint in 
the Broadway production "Hawaii" of 
"Fiddler on the Roof." 


Carol Ruckdeschel, is an ecologist 


who has put her knowledge and concern 
with preserving animals and land to 
work for the state. "Georgia," she says, 
"is fortunate that many of her beautiful 
places have escaped development —we 
still have a chance to save them." 


She convinces landowners to enroll 


their properties with the Georgia Na- 
tural Areas Council, the state office that 
takes inventories of wild places in 
Georgia worth preserving and defend- 
ing.

Republic of China for a television 
special she's producing with Shirley 
MacLaine. 


Her list of credits includes shorts for 


Sesame Street, films about cockroaches 
and belly dancers for educational 
television and two award winning 
documentaries ("This is the Home of 
Mrs. Levant Graham" and "Joyce at 
34"). 


WeilFs films are concerned with 


woman's experiences. "The extent to 
which we get our models from enter- 
tainment is scary. I want to do films 
about strong women who aren't vic- 
tims." 


Laura X, organized, collected and 


founded the Women's History Library, 
which is housed in her Berkeley Hills* 
home. It consists of 2,000 topical files 
including information on black women, 
sexism in education, documentaries of 
women's lives, women's films, tape 
recordings, art and women's studies. 


Telephone requests for information 


average 50 a day from feminists, 
libraries, writers, and day care centers. 
Initially financed by Laura X, the 
Library has been maintained by con- 
tributions from women throughout the 
country. Her ambition is to put the 
entire collection "in every house and 
every institution." Last year she earned 
a commendation from the American 
Library Association. 


Mademoiselle has given the "Boston 


Women's Health Book Collective" a 
special group award for its publication, 
"Our Bodies, Ourselves, a Book by and 
for Women," Simon and Schuster. 


It was compiled and written by the 12 


women of the collective, and employs 
professional 
sources, 
textbooks, 


medical journals, doctors and nurses — 
"and from our own experience. Many 
women have spoken for themselves in 
this book." 


Its pmlosophy: "By learning to un- 


derstand, accept and be responsible for 
our physical selves, we can start to use 
often untapped energies." The book 
answers many questions women are 
afraid to ask on topics including birth 
control, lesbianism, pregnancy, se- 
xuality, cancer, nutrition, menopause 
and what to expect

gynecologist. The book has already sold

Some drug ads are misleading 


Guaranteed safe—fast acting...effec- 


tive relief. Consumers are bombarded 
with words declaring the value of over- 
the-counter drugs, but they may not 
know what the words imply, says Joseph 
R. Robinson, pharmacy professor at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison. 


People mistakenly believe that the 


government, through the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), controls all as- 
pects of drugs and there are no more 
dangers involved. The FDA is taking 
action, says Robinson, but it has neither 
the manpower nor the money to regulate 
the estimated one-half million over-the- 
counter drugs on today's market. Con- 
sumers cannot rely on the government 
alone. 


It is important for the consumer to 


learn about drugs and protect himself or 
herself. Enthusiastic consumer action is 
sorely needed, Robinson believes 


The actual •words used in many drug 


advertisements are misleading When a 
drug is billed as "effective," it only 
means that it acts to relieve pain, or stop 
coughs, or whatever it is claimed to do. 
"Effective" does not mean that the drug 
is the best one —the best pain reliever, 


or even a good one. 


Similarly, "safe" refers only to 


biological safety. Yet the word suggests 
the drug is harmless under all circums- 
tances. This is not true. 


If a drug is "effective" it causes a 


change in the body Most over-the- 
counter drugs also have some side ef- 
fects and can be harmful depending on 
how much is used and for how long. 
Therefore, "safe" and "effective" can- 
not go together. 


Robinson maintains that more infor- 


mation on drug labels and m advertising 
would help reduce this confusion. It 
would give people a real basis for com- 
paring drugs. 


"I have a lot of respect for the in- 


telligence of the consumer to handle 
more information about drugs," Robin- 
son says. "Given enough information, 
the consumer will make a wiser 
decision." They should know what the 
effects of the drug are —both wanted 
and unwanted effects, how much to take 
and for how long. 


Consumers also need to know about 


the long term effects of a drug. "You 
can't be too cautious with the use of

drugs," Robinson warns. Even if a drug 
is safe for short term use, a few days or 
weeks, it may be dangerous when used 
over an extended period of time. He used 
antacids as an example. 


An antacid product, used for a short 


time, may be helpful in relieving an 
upset stomach and have no apparent 
side effects. But when used daily for two 
years, it can lead to kidney stones and 
calcium deposits m the eye. 


Implications from advertisements are 


also causing social problems. People 
are over medicated and emotionally 
addicted. The incidence of drug use far 
outweighs the incidence of disease- 
People are told it is bad to have natural 
body odors, feel tense, get angry and not 
have completely regular bowel habits. 


"We are told to reach for a drug to 


make sure these things don't happen to 
us —and for the most part, we do as we 
are told," Robinson says. He was refer- 
ring to a survey indicating the average 
home has 25 over-the-counter drugs in 
the medicine cabinet. 


The total volume of advertising has 


created an atmosph»e where it is 
believed that massive drug use is 
"necessary" to lead a normal life, and 
that drugs can cure or control all social 
and physical ailments. 


Drugs used to be sold as treatment for 


a known condition or symptom. Now the 
pitch has changed to treatment for what 
might happen. Advertisements tell us to 
be prepared for acid indigestion and 
prevent tired blood. 


Consumer action is important to 


counteract these and other misconcep- 
tions about drugs. Informed people are 
better able to protect their health and 
control their lives, Robinson asserts. 


Be recommends that consumers 


review their total drug intake and 
reduce it wherever possible.

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: Please give me 


information on nose bleeding in older 
people. It comes on at night. What 
treatment is there instead of having a 
physician burn it out? Should saliva or 
petroleum jelly be put in to soften the 
lining? Would it be sinus? Is there a 
vitamin or food to use for.it? — M.E.N. 


Let's forget about sinus; that isn't 


usually what bleeds. But nosebleed in 
an older person is a nuisance. If exten- 
sive and repeated, it can be dangerous 
sometimes. 


Bleeding is usually in the forward 


portion of the septum, the septum being 
the partition between the two nostrils. If 
the septum is crooked, an ulcer may 
form and cause recurring bleeding. But 
there are several other causes. 


Picking the nose can cause an ulcer. 


Or if the bleeding is at night, it may be 
because you bump ihe nose in your 
sleep. Excessive use of aspirin can 
contribute to easy bleeding. So can lack 
of vitamin C, which is common in old- 
sters who too often say, "At my age I 
don't need i* " 


Or, finally, there are blood disorders 


that can make one prone to bleeding 
and bruising —so do you have any sign 
of easy bruising elsewhere? That would 
be indicative. 


You mention having it "burned out," 


so I assume that an ulcer has been 
cauterized, but if the trouble repeats 
itself, some of the other causes men- 
tioned above should be investigated. 


Meantime some first aid tips. Sit up 


but with head bent slightly forward. 
Otherwise the blood drips into the 
throat and there is less chance of for- 
mation of a clot at the bleeding point. 
Likewise a bit of cotton batting packed 
into the side of the nose on which the 
bleeding occurs will promote clotting. 


Do not remove this until you are sure 


bleeding has stopped; otherwise it 


might remove the clot, or forming scab, 
and start bleeding all over again. Do not 
use saliva! it can introduce germs. 


A bit of petroleum jelly on the cotton 


may be used to preient sticking. An ice 
pack on the bleeding side also may help. 


I'll repeat the earlier remark about 


vitamin C. If you are not in the habit of 
having some every day (citrus fruit or 
juice or tomato juice) I would advise 
making this a daily habit. But if the 
bleeding continues recurrently, a check 
of your blood can be important.

An alternative education program, 


which would allow the student more 
freedom in his decisions on what he 
studies, will be recommended tonight 
to the Appleton Board of Education by 
a special committee the board ser up 
several months ago. 


The committee, headed by District 


Administrator Orlyn Zieman, has 
concluded several months of study on 
the possibilities for the program by 
recommending that one be incorporat- 
ed next September for 50 to 80 students 
in grades seven through 12. 


The report of the committee sug- 


gested that decisions on the selection 
of faculty, curriculum and detailed 
planning be left up to a future com- 
mittee with more expertise, but the 
special committee urged that "a less 
directive and less structured learning 
environment" be incorporated in the 
program. 


Zieman said the committee's idea 


basically is that the student in this 
program would have more opportunity 
to spend more time on his subject 
interests, although he or she still 
would have to meet certain daily at- 
tendance 
and 
basic 
subject 


requirements now included in the 
regular curriculum. 


This wouldn't be a "f-ee school" 


where students attend classes at will, 
something the state Department of 
Public Instruction frowns on, he said. 
It would be more like Appleton's 
Riverside 
Learning 
Community, 


although the committee wasn't sug- 
gesting the public program necessarily 
replace the private Riverside program. 


Also, the committee report said: 


"The intent is not to build a model for 
the entire (public school) system, but 
to" try out a new method. The best of 
what is found might well be put to use 
in other programs in the district." 


Riverside is in its second year and is 


renting the Jackson Elementary School 
annex facilities. The head of Riverside, 
Joel Ungrodt, is on the committee that 
is recommending the public school 
program. 


The committee is recommending 


that the annex be used for the public 
school program. 


Riverside and schools similar to 


them have been started across the 
nation in recent years as some parents, 
teachers and students have been dis-

The study of a public school alter- 


native education program was initiated 
by former board of education member 


John McKenzie last June . A commit- 
tee including student, administration,

representation was formed. 


The group concluded that there was 


a need for the alternative program to, 
among other things, provide an open 
laboratory for educational innovation, 
research and evaluation, and provide 
other routes to the same goal of 
developing human potential. 


The committee said the response to 


Riverside indicated sufficient com- 
munity interest in such a program. 


Zieman 
said 
the 
committee 


originally talked of a larger program, 
but settled on the 50 to 80 students. He 
said students would be picked on a 
lottery basis, although the school 
would seek to get a cross-section of age 
and other factors in the initial student 
group. If the first year is evaluated 
favorably, a larger group might be 
developed. 


"Our biggest problem is that we 


convince people that this will not be a 
loosely organized thing for hippies and 
others like that," he said. 


The committee is recommending 


that the board hire two or three 
professional staff members, and that 
students selected for the program from 
applications could attend classes in 
other school buildings and become in- 
volved in community projects, as well 
as attend at the Jackson annex. 


The committee is recommending 


that at least $10,000 be transferred 
from the new ideas and other accounts 
for the September through December 
period. After that it can be budgeted 
and won't have a significant impact on 
the financial situation, Zieman said. 


The committee report indicated that 


it was convinced DPI would endorse 
the program "as a bona fide educa- 
tional enterprise."

Sutherland said the recent City Council 
vote narrowly authorizing him to fill 
the position for 1974 "is a matter of 
considerable concern" in view of what 
he believes are the "very significant 
contributions" made by the former 
assistant during 1973. 


The council voted 11-8 to allow 


Sutherland to appoint a replacement for 
David Wendtland, who resigned Jan. 5 
to become director of community 
development 
in 
Oshkosh. 
His 


replacement — Dennis Hanson, 29 — 
starts today. 


The mayor wrote that "there is a 


need to strengthen the office of the 
mayor, just as there is a need to 
strengthen the council. One need not 
gain at the expense of the other." 


It appeared to be Sutherland's most 


ambitious effort yet to explain his 
strong support for the assistant's job, 
which is opposed by several outspoken 
members of the council. 


"Since becoming mayor, I-- have 


taken "a number of what I hope are 
very apparent actions which have 
appreciably strengthened the council," 
said Sutherland. Weaknesses in either 
the mayor's office or council could be 
a "great drag" on the city. 


"I do not believe Appleton residents 


would be well served by finding 
themselves two years hence electing a 
mayor while at the same time finding 
that his ability to carry out their 
wishes had been significantly im- 
paired," wrote Sutherland. 


The mayor claimed that the ad- 


ministrative assistant's dollar value to 
the city was a "conservative" $220,000 
in 1973. Wendtland put together the 
Appleton Transit Commission's $98,389 
application for state mass transit aids 
and contributed one-third of the work 
in reaching a cooperative 
water 


agreement with the Town of Grand 
Chute that 
the Appleton Water 


Department 
estimates 
will mean 


$369,000 in revenues for the citv 
through 1990. 


Other services rendered by the as- 


sistant push his value over $220,000, 
Sutherland claims. 


In the letter, the mayor also coun- 


tered attacks made by council op- 
ponents of the position: 


• There is recognition that depart- 


ment heads need administrative assis- 
tance, so why shouldn't the mayor 
have it? 


Sutherland contends that the offices 


of clerk, treasurer, assessor and the 
rest are not questioned about their 
need for administrative assistance, 
which is a "recognition that a depart- 
ment head should have more than a 
secretary; the same applies to the 
mayor if he is to effectively carry out 
his duties." 


• The claim that the mayor can rely 


on department heads for'the kind of 
help furnished by the administrative 
assistant does not recognize that 
department heads "have their jobs and 
the mayor has his. 


"Although I often ,.call upon depart- 


ment heads for assistance related to 
their areas of responsibility, I should 
not be asking them to do the work of this 
office," he continued. "They are busy 
people who have their own responsibili- 
ties, which are considerably different 
from those of the mayor's office."

Roads to be kept 
reasonably open 


The reduced winter maintenance 


program on state highways, proposed 
last month, is now official. The state 
highway commission has approved a 
plan which would divide state highways 
into three classes for maintenance ac- 
cording to the amount of traffic thev 
carry. 


Outagamie County Highway Commis- 


sioner Clarence Brownson, who already 
had made the changes on state and 
county roads here, said motorists 
wouldn't notice much of a change 
anywhere in the county. 


"We probably will keep the roads 


reasonably open," Brownson said, "but 
motorists can expect roads to be slip- 
pery during a snowstorm." 


The state plan classifies state roads 


according to those with 5,000 or more 
vehicles per day, 1,000 to 5,000 vehicles 
per day and fewer than 1,000 vehicles 
per day. The latter two categories will 
receive reduced service between 8 p.m. 
and 4 a.m. and on Sundays. 


Brownson said he uses the same 


maintenance program on county trunks 
as he does on the state highways in the 
county. 


Town roads are maintained at the 


request of the towns, with service vary- 
ing from town to town. Brownson said 
the towns of Grand Chute, Oneida, 
Cicero, Center and Bovina do some of 
their own snowplcwing and salting. 
County crews do all the work in the 
remaining towns. 


Winnebago County Highway Commis- 


sioner Robert Graf said he wanted to 
talk with state maintenance engineer G. 
T. Landsness, who issued the orders, 
before putting the order into practice. 


"It would seem to curtail much of the 


night maintenance on all state roads in 
the county except for U.S. 41," Graf 
said. 


He added that he probably would also 


apply the guidelines to Winnebago 
County Trunk roads. "We certainly 
won't maintain any county trunks to a 
higher standard than the state roads," 
he said. County Trunk A between 
Neenah and Oshkosh is probably the 
only county trunk in Winnebago carry- 
ing more than 5,000 cars a day, he said. 


Winnebago County crews do the 


plowing in all the towns except the 
Town of Menasha, which contracts with 
a private firm. "We don't plow a town 
road unless we are asked by the town," 
Graf said.

A $300,000 loan already has been 


•authorized by the agency and Samuel 
Hardin, Stevens Point, agency com- 
. munity progfams specialist, said 
Friday that grant funds are being 
sought for the village. 


He refused to divulge the amount of 


the grant request. Earlier, in February, 
1971, the village applied for a $141,500 
grant Hardin did not indicate whether 
that was above or below the grant 
request.

Sherwood also has applied for sewer 


grant funds but Hardin said water 
projects will receive national priority. 


State officials must apply for the 


funds from Washington, where final 
allocations are to be made, he said. 


A joint sewer and water system con- 


sidered earlier had been estimated at 
from $750,000 to $1 million, by Foth and 
Van Dyke and Associates Inc., Green 
Bay, the planners. 


The $141,500 grant request had been 


made as part of a finance package that 
would have included sewer grants and 
loans both for sewer and water facili- 
ties. 


The impact of the grant funds would 


be tQ lower user fees for the water 
facility, indicated Hardin. 


Hardin also noted that the state As- 


sembly is considering bill S. 411 which 
would authorize grants for water sys- 
tems in municipalities. 


- Fund allocations should be announced 
by mid-February, said Hardin. The 
request could be turned down or cut in 
size at the federal level.

Miami's domination grows

HOUSTON (AP) -"If we're not the 


'greatest football team that ever was, 
;7there never was one," crowed Miami 
• Dolphin center Jim Langer. "I don't 
"- give a damn what Green Bay did." 


The Dolphins,-especially Larry 


Csonka, didn't care what the Minnesota 
Vikings did, either. Langer and his 
. offensive linemates provided Csonka 
: with mammoth holes Sunday, shoved the 
• over-eager Vikings around at will, and 
" steamrolled to a 24-7 Super Bowl victory. 


On the rare occasions when the holes 


weren't there, Csonka made his own, 
carrying what looked like half of the 
Viking' Purple gang with him. 


And when the Rice Stadium field 


became nothing but a littered carpet, 
• glistening with the first misty coat of an 
--appropriate drizzle, the word "dynasty" 
was —not so subtly —back in the National 
Football League lexicon. 


Like the Dolphins' 14-7 victory over 


Washington in Super Bowl VII a year 
"ago, 
their thumping of Minnesota in 


-^Super Bowl VIII on Sunday was essen- 
rtially a dull affair —but then, how do you 
joot for General Motors? 


That's what these Dolphins are, you 


know. A smooth, silent, assembly-line 
machine, unemotionally churning out 
yard after yard, touchdown after 
touchdown, championship after cham- 
pionship. 


It was that way with the Green Bay 


Packers of the 1960s, too. That's the team 
everybody was talking about when the 
subject of a dynasty came up. 


The Pack had won two Super Bowls in 


a row. Nobody else had done that —until 
Sunday. "I think now we can consider 
ourselves comparable to the Pack," said 
Csonka. "We had to reserve our opinion 
before the game, but no more." 


Csonka is comparable to anything the 


Pack might have had in the Vince 
Lombardi days. He was more than 
anything the Vikings could handle. 


Thirty-three times he carried the ball. 


Everybody in the joint knew he would. 
The only problem v/as, nobody could do 
anything about it. 


"Our biggest reward," said Langer, 


the center of the Dolphins' bulldozer 
lines, "is to see Csonka going "irough for 
a big gain." Csonka did that a few times. 
He also went through —with help or on 
his own —for a lot of little gains, like 
Miami's first touchdown, a five-yard 
burst up the middle, and its last, a 
two-yarder on a basically busted play. 


Jim Kiick, who once kicked around the 


league with Csonka as half of the "Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid" show 
before fading into the shadow of 
Mercury Morris' jitterbug act, scored 
the Dolphins' other touchdown —his first 
of the year —on a one-yard dive. 


And Garo Yepremian —the Cypriot 


necktie maker and place-kicker whose 
participation last year in "So you want 
to be a quarterback" ended in a 
laughable disaster —stuck to his 
specialty this time around by booting a 
28-yard field goal and three extra points. 


A year ago, Yepremian's attempted 


pass on a busted field goal try would end 
up as Washington's only touchdown on a 
Mike Bass run with an interception. 


The Vikes on the other hand, earned 


their only score. But, like the Redskins 
of 1973, they got it when the only thing it 
counted for was pride. 


Fran Tarkenton, the Minnesota 


quarterback who once more probably 
will be assailed most undeservedly for 
his supposed inability to "win the big 
one," got that face-saving score on a 
four-yard run, the end of an 80-yard 
drive. 


It was about the only time he really 


had the Vikes going. On the other 
occasion, when it might have really 
mattered, the Dolphins rose up en masse 
and fractured any hope of a rally that 
Minnesota might have nurtured. 


By that time —the last minute of the 


first half —Miami already had scored 
two of its touchdowns and the field goal. 


"They took the ball, went down the 


field and got 14 points the first two times 
they had the ball," said Bud Grant, the 
Vikings stoic coach. "That kind of a lead 
is hard to overcome against the good 
teams." 


Minnesota made it to the Dolphins' 


six-yard line in that turning point final 
minute of the half. 


Fourth down and a yard to go, the 


Vikes needed something. But they 
disdained the almost sure three points 
Fred Cox could've kicked for them. They 
went for the yard and the possible 
touchdown, but Nick Buoniconti, 
Miami's wily middle linebacker said 
"No way." 


Oscar Reed slammed into the line. 


Buoniconti slammed into Reed. No gain, 
no score. No way. 


Don Shula, the once tight-lipped coach 


— remember, he lost two Super Bowls 
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before winning two —who loosened up so 
much that he had the midweek press in 
an uproar over his rendition of "Sex and 
the Single Football player," knew 
exactly what his Dolphins had to do when 
things got serious. 


"Our whole objective against Fran 


was to catch, not chase," he said. 
"Today, we caught." 


Miami caught the Vikings at 


everything they tried to do. Minnesota 
managed a measly 72 rushing yards. The 
166 passing yards didn't matter one bit. 


Bob Griese, the computer-like quar- 


terback who had to resort to the pass 
only seven times —and completed six for 
73 yards —said he "sensed almost 
immediately that Larry was running 
well. I just kept dialing his number." 


He even dialed it when he had no idea 


what he was doing. In the third quarter, 
with the Dolphins on the Minnesota 
two-yard line, Griese's mind suddenly 
went blank. 


"I got to the line of scrimmage and 


started looking the defense over and 
forgot the count," he admitted. 


"I turned around and asked Csonka. 


Why I did that, I don't know. He's always 
forgetting the count. Larry shouted: 'It's 
one ... no, wait... it's two ...' 


"Well, as it turned out, it was one. all 


of a sudden the ball was in my hands. I 
just handed it to Larry." And Larry just 
crashed into the end zone for the 
touchdown on the "busted" play.

MILWAUKEE (AP) -Coach Larry 


Costello may have been only half kidding 
when he implied Oscar Robertson might 
have trouble breaking back into the 
Milwaukee Bucks' lineup. 


"I'm going to continue with .the same 


starting lineup until these guys lose," 
said a beaming Costello, sipping a beer 
with uncustomary postgame calm after 
his Bucks demolished the Chicago Bulls 
a second night in a row Sunday. 


Winners by 101-82 in Chicago Satur- 


day, the Bucks followed up with .636 
shooting and four players with 20 points 
or more in a 124-94 rout. 


It gave the Bucks their largest lead of 


the season, 5% games, over the 
runnerup Bulls in the National Basket- 
ball Association's Midwest Division. 


?'That's as well as I've ever seen them 


play, even better now than when they 
won the championship two years ago," a 
dazed Chicago Coach Dick Motta said. 


"We just got the stuffing kicked out of 


us. It's as simple as that," he said. 


The two victories over Chicago, along 


with one over Capital Friday night, gave 
the Bucks a sweep of what Costello had 
called their most important series of the 
season. 


Six of Milwaukee's 12 players, 


including four of their top six, had been 
incapacitated by injuries a week earlier. 


Robertson, one of the greatest guards 


in NBA history, is still out with a back 
ailment that struck just before Christ- 
mas. But even he scarcely was missed. 


The Bucks sank 15 of their first 22 


shots, charging to a 31-17 first-quarter 
lead. 


Bob Love came back with 10 points as 


Chicago halved its deficit. But Mil- 
waukee responded with eight consecu- 
tive points for a 15-point lead before 
half time. 


•The Bucks wrapped it up by outscoring 


Chicago 22-4, eight of the points by Jon 
McGlockoin and six by Lucius Allen, to 
stretch their lead to 86-57 late in the third 


quarter. 


Kareem Abdul-Jabbar led the Bucks 


with 23 points. Bob Dandridge, Allen and 
McGlocklin, all hobbling with ankle 
injuries a week ago, contributed 22, 20 
and 18 respectively. 


Fritz Williams, who had played little 


until Robertson was hurt, sank nine of 10 
shots, almost all from well outside, for 
another 20 points. 


"I'll take that kind of game anytime, 


whether it's the last game of the playoffs 
or the first game of the season," Costello 
said. "That was some show. Those pick 
and rolls gave us some great shots, and 
Fritz just put on a great performance." 


"Lucius did a great job, and I thought 


Cornell Warner did a great job on Bob 
Love," he said. 


"The only guy who hurt us was Porter. 


We keep talking about Chet Walker and 
Love, but Porter seems to give us the 
most problems," he said. 


Love led the Bulls with 24 points and 


Howard Porter, who played most of his 
31 minutes after the game was out of 
hand, added 23. 


Walker, who aggravated a calf injury, 


played only 11 minutes and scored just 
two points, 19.2 below his average. 


"We are a better team than they are," 


McGlocklin said. "They do have a hell 
of a team and it's hard to beat them by 
a lot, especially two games in a row. But

we really shot tremendously and our 
defense kept turning the ball over." 


"We are very fortunate," Costello 


said. "These were very difficult things to 
overcome, and it is a great tribute to 
these guys that they did it." 


"It just worked out perfectly for us. 


We had to at least split these two games 
with Chicago, but we've won three and 
Chicago has lost three of four," he said. 


Except for those who will play in the 


NBA all-star game Tuesday night, the 
Bucks will be off until they meet 
Portland here Saturday afternoon. 


They expect Robertson back by then, 


which can only be more bad news to the 
rest of the league.

HOUSTON (AP) -Not often in a

Happy Dolphins cut 
loose in lockerroom 


HOUSTON (AP) -(AP) -Not only did 


the Miami Dolphins establish they are 
still the world's best professional 
football team Sunday but they proved 
they can be human and not emotionless 
robots as some critics have suggested. 


With the 24-7 Super Bowl VIII victory 


in hand, The Dolphins barged into a tiny 
dressing room in Rice Stadium where 
there were no prying eyes of reporters, 
or television cameras or photographers. 


There were hugs and slaps and smiles

Griese forgot the count on the Viking

minority firms "were established as 
'front' organizations and thereby 
constitute a round-about method for 
certain individuals '...to circumvent the 
intention of the program, and in sp doing 
greatly enhance their own coffers....'" 


It said management agreements 


between the sponsors and the minority 
firms "enable the sponsors to drain all 
potential profits from the sponsored 
companies." 


The firms studied were Expedient 


Services and Versatile Services, Inc., 
both of Dunn, N.C., and Technical 
Services Enterprises, Inc. and Palmetto 
Enterprises, Inc. of Columbia, S.C. 


Parker said Marshall, Rupert and 


Draughon had divested themselves of 
any interest in the four firms as of last 
September. He said they continue to 
furnish technical support to the firms 
through SBA-approved management 
contracts.

JAMESTOWN, N.Y. (AP) -The 


partly frozen, bruistd body of a 14- 
year-oM kidnap victim has been found 
tied to a tree in a heavily wooded area 
near his home, authorities said. 


Investigators said the soowcovered 


body of Daniel Ebersole, who had been 
missing since Tuesday night, was found 
slumped against the tree Sunday by an 
agent of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation and a deputy sheriff. 


Investigators said a glove had been 


stuffed in the youth's mouth and held in 
place with surgical tape. They said a ski 
mask had been pulled over his face, 
covering his eyes. 


Authorities said the cause of death had 


not been determined and that an autopsy 
had been scheduled for today. 


The body was found after an 


anonymous telephone call. 


Daniel's parents, Dr. and Mrs. Glen 


M. Ebersole of the Jamestown suburb of 
Lakewood, had paid $15,000 ransom for 
the boy Thursday. And authorities 
arrested three area teen-agers Saturday, 
charging them with kidnaping. 


Kenneth L. Williams, 18, and Martin 


C. Whitmore, 19, of West Ellicott, and 
Jeffrey L. Swan, 18, of Lakewood were 
arraigned in Buffalo, N.Y., Saturday 
and ordered jailed in lieu of $100,000 
bond each. 


Most of the ransom money has been 


recovered, said Special Agent Richard 
H. Ash of the Buffalo FBI office. 


Ebersole, a prominent Jamestown 


physician, said Daniel was seen last 
when he left for the Lakewood Teen 
Center, a short walk from his home. The 
doctor said he notified police when the 
boy did not return home that night. 


The physician said a telephone caller 


told him late Tuesday night that Daniel 


had been kidnaped. The caller threa- 
tened Daaiet's life unless a ransom was 
paid, the doctor said. 


He said the caller telephoned again 


Wednesday night, repeated the threat 


and gave instructions for leaving the 
ransom. 


On Thursday, Ebersole left the $15,000 


ransom —$10 and $20 bills wrapped in 
foil and covered with brown paper —in 
a boat behind an auto agency. 
.The next day, the three youths were 
arrested and $14,640 recovered from 
Whitmore's residence, authorities said. 


Ash said FBI agents had kept a watch 


on the drop area. 


•Jury still out on reality of Bigfoot 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bigfoot has 


been around a lot longer than flying 
saucers, but the evidence is similarly 
inconclusive as to whether the creature 
leaving those huge footprints in the 
Pacific Northwest is real. 


Known there by the Indian name 


Sasquatch, he is a legendaryfshy, hairy, 
manlike beast who leaves footprints four 
to seven inches wide and from 12 tb~17 
inches long. 


Russ Kinne, writing in the current 


issue of Smithsonian magazine, traces 
the recorded history of Bigfoot back over 
160 years, concluding there is no proof 
one way or another as to whether he is 
real. 


"Most scientifically trained people 


who think about it at all believe it is all 
nonsense but a few scientists believe in 
Sasquatch and so does Peter Byrne, an 
animal tracker of legendary skill, who is 
currently camped out in The Dalles, 
Ore., determined, once and for all, to 
prove Sasquatch's existence or lack of 
it," Kinne wrote. 


The evidence about Bigfoot consists of 


thousands of footprints, many of them 
ca'.: in plaster, hundreds of reported 
sightings including one in the unlikely 
locale of Illinois last summer, and some 
movie film about which scientists don't 
agree. 


Kinne, a free-lance photographer and 


writer, says in the magazine article that 
the first white man's record of 
Sasquatch dates from 1811, when an 
exploring party found in Canada 14-inch 
footprints that seemed to be too large for 
those of a bear. 


In 1884, a train engineer saw a 


gorilla-type animal lying near the 
roadbed near Yale, British Columbia. 
Kinne says that when the train 
approached the creature climbed a hill 
with the train crew following and was 
captured and held for several days. The 
creature was described as more than 
four feet tall, covered with hair, and of 
extraordinary strength. 


The article notes that it could have 


been an ape, but says captive apes were 
then rare in Canada and the United 
States. 


The film that California rancher Roger 


Patterson shot in 1967 has been shown to 
numerous scientific groups and 
carefully examined in detail, Kinne 
says. 


"The film shows an upright creature 


—small fora Sasquatch, about seven feet 
tall —which walks across the field of 
view, turns to look toward the camera, 
and continues on out of sight," the 
article says. 


A studio specializing in animation 


concluded that the subject was an 
animal, not a man in a fur suit. 


Kinne wrote that the film was 


examined frame-by-frame by Dr. 
Donald W. Grieve, an anatomist 
specializing in the human gait at the 
Royal Free Hospital School of Medicine 
in London. 


Grieve wrote that his impressions 


"oscillated between total acceptance of 
the Sasquatch to irrational rejection 
based on emotional response to the 
possibility that the Sasquatch actually 
exists." 


Kinne says Byrne is the best hope of 


getting an answer because —unlike those 


who hunt Sasquatch on weekends and 
want to kill it and cut off a portion —he 
carries a tranquilizer gun to immobilize 
the creature long enough for scientists to 
examine and photograph it.

Admitted to the hospital New Year's 


Eve, Crosby complained of chest and 
back pains that doctors later said were 
the result of pneumonia. 


Hanfling said Crosby, 69, should be

Scientific community clamors for 
bigger role for presidential advisers

WASHINGTON (AP) -Early in 1973 


President Nixon abolished the post of 
presidential science adviser at the White 
House and disbanded the Office of 
Science and Technology. 


The task of advising the president 


about science and technology went to H. 
Guyford Stever, director of the National 
Science Foundation, a federal agency 
that funds scientific research with an 
annual budget of about $570 million. 


Nixon's action worried many scien- 


tists, but most took a wait and see 
attitude. 


Now, in the face of the energy crisis 


and the distractions of the Watergate 
scandals, there is an increasing clamor 
among the nation's scientific leadership 
for a presidential science adviser of 
greater rank and voice. 


Some scientists are concerned there is 


insufficient high-level coordination of 
the federal government's vast expendi- 
tures on research and development. 
There is concern Stever is being ignored 
in important decisions that require 
technical expertise not now available in 
the White House. 


Congressional critics suggest Stever 


has little influence in the administra- 
tion. They contend he is reluctant to 
press ideas or enter controversial areas 
where sound advice might help resolve 
complex issues. 


Stever dismisses such criticism. 
"I've found it very easy to get our 


views, suggestions and recommenda- 
tions to the top people in the White 
House," he said in an interview. "I have 
all the access I need to the President's 
top advisers. They listen quite a bit," 
Stever said. 


Concern became more visible last fall 


when a committee of 23 presidents of 
scientific societies with a combined 
membership of 300,000 scientists called 
for a cabinet rank science adviser or a 
cabinet level department of science and 
technology. 


"It is essential that all levels cf 


government have a continuing source of 
scientific and technical information and 
advice," the committee said. Without 
more top level coordination of federal 
efforts in science and technology, it 
warned, solving problems such as 
energy and food shortages would be 
more difficult. 


Officials of the American Chemical 


Society, a professional organization of 
110,000 chemists and chemical en- 
gineers, have been particularly critical. 


"It is now starkly clear that the 


President has no one within his office or 
cabinet on whom he can rely for 
understanding and marshaling the 
forces of technology and for meeting the 
new crises threatening the quality of 
life...," Robert W. Cairns, chemical 
society executive director, wrote in a 
recent" issue of the society's magazine. 


"Good government now requires 


experienced technology leadership..." 
he wrote, "...the termination of the 
Office of Science and Technology 
brought to a sudden end a useful 
experiment that might have developed a 
greatly needed technological sophis- 
tication in the White House. 


Carl Frey, executive director of the 


Engineers Joint Council, which 
represents several engineering socie- 
ties, feels the distraction of the Water- 
gate scandals has prevented the Nixon 
administration from continuing the 
restructuring of the science advisory 
machinery begun last year with the end 
of the Office of Science and Technology. 


"There is no question they're not 


devoting enough attention to this," he 
said. 


The president's science adviser can't 


be expected to fight for his ideas when he 
also must wear the National Science 
Foundation director's hat, contends 
Rep. Mike McCormack, D-Wash., who 
was a research scientist before being 
elected in 1970.

A new image

Are there 
any suggestions?" 


Wilton Willfaank, the advertising vice 


president, said, "Why don't we launch a 
national advertising campaign to show 
that in spite of the crisis, Ripoff is 
keeping its prices down?" 


"Excellent," said Mudbank, "but 


where do we get the money to pay for 
the campaign?" 


Willbank replied, "By raising the 


price of our gasoline a penny a gallon." 


Mudbank smiled. "Good thinking. If 


there are no objections the proposal is 
accepted. Are there any other ideas?" 


Marvin Snowbank, vice president in 


charge of public affairs, said, "It seems 
to me the key to a good image is 
Congress. We must persuade our law- 
makers that we are doing the best we 
can to provide the necessary fuel at 
reasonable cost to the consumer." 


"How do we do this?" 
Snowbank opened his folder. "By 


contributing to the political campaigns 
of everyone running for office in 1974." 


"But," said Mudbank, "that would 


cost us a fortune." 


Snowbank read from a paper. "Our 


Washington lobbyists believe we can do 
it by adding only two cents to what we 
are now charging for a gallon of gas." 


"It doesn't seem to be out of line," the 


comptroller said. "It cost us a cent a 


gallon just to elect Nixon. For two cents 
a gallon we're getting an entire 
Congress." 


"Good," said Mudbank. "We seem to 


be making progress. What else can we 
do to win the hearts and minds of the 
American people?" 


Rineholt Sandbank, the vice president 


for financial affairs, said, "One of the 
things that seems to be bugging the 
American people is our profit picture. I 
estimate we stand to make 160% profit 
after taxes this year. We must persuade 
the country that these profits are within 
the cost-of-living guidelines." 


"How?" Mudbank asked. 
"By distributing American Flag pins 


for every customer's lapel. I can't con- 
ceive of anyone questioning our profits 
if we give them a free American Flag." 


"Those lapel flags aren't cheap," the 


comptroller protested. 


"Well pass on the cost of them to the 


customer. Three cents a gallon is a 
small price to pay for the privilege of 
wearing Old Glory," said Sandbank. 


No objectioawas raised and Mudbank 


continued. 


"While we're at it, I'd like to bring up 


another problem. No one is certain how 
long this energy crisis will last. There 
may come a day when new sources of 
energy will be found. It is even possible 
that someone will develop an au- 
tomobile that doesn't use gasoline. In 20 
years this could put us in a terrible 
profit squeeze. We can't wait until it 
happens. We must prepare for it now. 
What do we do?" 


The vice president for financial af- 


fairs said, "It's obvious. We charge an 
extra nickel a gallon which we'll invest 
in tax-free bonds. No one can object to 
our ensuring ourselves against future 
unfair competition." 


Mudbank seemed very pleased. "This 


has been a most successful meeting. 
Now let's all go out and shoot some 
ducks.

"There is a built-in conflict now. It's 


completely unrealistic to expect the

I want our team to 
explore the problem, get the best 
possible views and give them to the 
people who make policy," he said. 


NSF staff members say Stever 


emphasizes long range science advice 


and consciously steers away from short 
term problems.

summer ordered a major study to 
outline a 110 billion, five-year energy 
research and development effort, he 
named Dixie Lee Ray, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, to direct it. 
Several NSF staff members participat- 
ed, however. 


Because of Sputnik during President* 


Eisenhower's administration "there 
was a need to bring science right to the 
top in the White House," Roy Ash, 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, said in an interview in 
September. Ash also is a major archi- 
tect of Nixon's government reorganiza- 
tion plans. 


"Now science and scientific points of 


view are represented throughout 
government," he said. "There isn't a 
need to bring the scientific point of view 
directly into the President's office. It 
gets there every day."

HUNTINGTON. W.Va. (AP) -Little 


Jonathan Workman has lost an 84-bour 
straggle for life that began after he 
reportedly was beaten for wetting his 
pants. 


Officials at St. Mary's Hospital said 


the 3-year-old boy died Sunday night. He 
was in a coma after being injured and 
had relied on a life support machine. 


Jonathan was brought to the hospital 


Thursday afternoon by his mother, Delia 
Workman, of rural Fort Gay in neigh- 
boring Wayne County, and by Jackie 
McAboy, 23. McAboy, who had been 
babysitting with Jonathan and 


Jonathan's 5-year-old brother Dallas, 
told police the child had fallen in the 
bathroom after he had been "whipped 
for wetting his pants." 


But Fort Gay authorities had already 


notified police here and McAboy, 
formerly of Huntington, was taken into 
custody on a felonious assault charge. 
Sunday night, Wayne County magistrate 
Virgil Mills said the charge would be 
changed to murder. 


"Dallas was the only witness," said 


Wayne County Sheriff Keith Ray. "He 
told us McAboy was 'breaking Jonathan 
of wetting his pants' and the he hit and 


kicked his little brother and three him 
into the commode, bead first." 


The sandy-haired child's injuries 


included a badly cut mouth and a broken 
jaw. A doctor who examined him at the 
hospital emergency room said he had 
sustained massive brain damage. 


Hospital officials said the child was 


injured about noon Thursday. At that 
same time, his father, Ray Workman, 
27, was in a local courtroom being 
sentenced to a year in prison for armed 
robbery. 


Fort Gay authorities said McAboy had 


been living at the Workman home. They 


said police had investigated prior 
complaints of mistreatment of the 
children. 


"Dallas said Jonathan never said a 


word during the beating, just cried a 
little bit," the sheriff said. 


Nurses at the hospital also said the 


child never uttered a word during the 
three days he lay on his hospital bed. 


Relatives said Jonathan, who weighed 


about 35 pounds, was a bright child who 
was just beginning to make simple 
declarative sentences.

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Accord near on 
troop pullback

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


said today Egypt and Israel both agree 
with his efforts to get a troop pullback 
accord on the Suez front and negotiations 
have progressed to the detailed drafting 
stage. 


"Your secretary of state, when he 


sticks his fingers in something, he 
generally brings it to a successful 
conclusion," Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy told newsmen. "And I 
think he will this time." 


Sitting on a sunlit veranda at Aswan in 


upper Egypt, Kissinger told the news- 
men that his shuttling mediation talks 
with Egyptians and Israelis are "the 
toughest I have been in." 


He and President Anwar Sadat set up 


joint teams of draftsmen to work on the 
detailed language of an accord to 
separate Israeli and Egyptian forces 
along the uneven and explosive Suez 
Canal cease-fire lines left from the 
October Middle East war. 


"I think both parties agree with the 


efforts," Kissinger said. 


Kissinger, who delayed his return to 


Israel by several hours, said he probably 
will see Sadat again before carrying the 
proposal back to Jerusalem later today 
for consideration by the Israeli cabinet. 


"It is a very tough problem," he 


added. "It is hard to reconcile." 


The fast-traveling American secretary 


said he may then return to Aswan —in 
what would be the third time in his 
current tour —to get Sadat's reaction to 
any changes the Israelis might propose. 


The drafting teams were an obvious 


sign that Kissinger is succeeding in his 


hectic efforts to bring the Israelis and 
Egyptians together. 


Until this point, he had discussed 


general ideas and then concrete military 
positions. But now he will be bringing 
the Israelis both a map pinpointing 
proposed withdrawal positions and the 
phraseology of a draft resolution. 


"This is the toughest negotiations I 


have been in, certainly the most 
complex," Kissinger said before Fahmy 
joined him on the veranda. He paused, 
then added: "I like the people involved." 


The plan as it stands now is generally 


understood to call for Israeli withdrawal 
eastward into the Sinai mere than 20 
miles from the Suez Canal. Israel also is 
demanding that Egypt thin out its forces 
east of the canal and pull heavy weapons 
out of east bank territory recaptured in 
October. 


This was believed one of the key 


sticking points as Kissinger flew from 
Israel Sunday night to see Sadat in 
Aswan, where the Egyptian president 
has been recovering from bronchitis in 
the warm, dry air. 


Egyptian officials said their president 


told Kissinger on Saturday that his 
"Egyptian forces in the Sinai Desert are 
there to stay with their weapons." They 
said Sadat "irrevocaby" rejected 
proposals for thinning out the Egyptian 
forces in Sinai or defining the types of 
their weapons. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 


Fahmy issued a statement Sunday 
renewing Egypt's demand for total 
Israeli withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab territory. It rejected a "unilateral 
peace" with Israel —one that does not 
include Syria and Jordan.

Maryland court advises 
disbarment of Agnew 


WASHINGTON (AP) -An Atomic 


Energy Commission official says the 
preliminary results of a scientific study 
suggests there will never be a major 
accident in a nuclear power plant. 


This was a conclusion of Dr. Harbert 


Kouts, the AEC's director of reactor 
safety research, who commented on the 
results of the study. 


The odds on a major catastrophe at a 


nuclear plant were given in the study as 
"once in 1 billion to once in 10 billion 
years" for a given reactor. 


Kouts said that the study's figures 


show that "even with the 1,000 reactors 
expected to be operating by the year 
2000, it would be 1,000 to 10,000 years 
before any given reactor might be 
expected to have an accident." 


Thus, he said, "for the 100 to 200 years 


we expect to be using fissionable 
uranium before supplies run out ... we 
would expect never to have a catas- 
trophic accident by an overwhelming 
probability factor." 


The study was conducted for the AEC 


at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Its findings were reported 
by AEC Chairman Dixy Lee Ray and 
Kouts in separate interviews, 


Kouts described a catastrophic 


accident as one in which large quantities 
of radioactive materials would be 
released, killing "thousands of people, 


possibly 5,000 to 10,000 although the 
figures are very shaky." 


He said the study tended to confirm 


AEC's estimates that chances of such an 
accident are "so low as to be negligible. 


He and Dr. Ray also reported that the 


MIT preliminary findings also projected 
the possibility of a less severe accident 
as once in a million to once in 10 million 
years for any given reactor. 


Kouts described this type accident as 


"comparable in its consequences to the 
crash of a jumbo-jet aircraft that might 
kill 200 people or so." 


"That's the same kind of probability 


that would prevail for a person to be 
bitten by a venomous snake while 
crossing the street at Dupont Circle (in 
the heart of the nation's capital) ..." Dr. 
Ray said. 


She said that, for this and other 


reasons, "I think we (the AEC) are going 
to have to begin to come out swinging a 
little harder " a reference to en- 
vironmentalist and other critics of 
nuclear power plant safety. 


She said the study took nearly two 


years and $2 million and was conducted 
by Dr. Norman C. Rasmussen, a 
professor of nuclear engineering at 
M.I.T. 


Kouts said that Rasmussen's figures 


still are preliminary and subject to 
comment from other scientists and from 
AEC critics before formal release.

The three Circuit Court judges said 


that Agnew's evasion of income tax, 
acknowledged in a no-contest plea, was 
"deceitful and dishonest" and "strikes 
at the heart of the basic object of the 
legal profession..." 


"We shall therefore recommend his 


disbarment. We see no extenuating 
circumstances allowing a lesser sanc- 
tion," a 14-page recommendation said. 


The recommendation goes to the 


Maryland Court of Appeals, which 
makes the final decision on whether to 
bar Agnew from the practice of law. 


Disciplinary actions were filed by the 


state bar association last November 
after Agnew pleaded no contest to a 
federal tax charge and resigned from the 
vice presidency. 


The bar association had asked the 


three judges to disbar Agnew. The 
former vice president, however, had 
asked the panel to merely suspend him 
from practicing law, arguing that his 
misconduct was not connected with his 
duties as a lawyer. 


Agnew told the judges that he had at no 


time enriched himself at the expense of 
his public trust and that there was 
nothing to indicate that he would not 
faithfully and honestly represent his 
clients as a lawyer. 


But Circuit Court Judges Shirley B. 


Jones, Ridgely P. Melvin Jr., and 
William H. McCulIough said Agnew's 
conduct was harmful to the proper 
administration of justice. 


In our opinion, the proper adminis- 


tration of justice, the proper respect of 
the court for itself and a proper regard 
for the integrity of the profession 
compel us to conclude that the res- 
pondent is unfit to continue as a 
member of the bar of this state," the 
recommendation said. 


The three judges said their recom- 


mendation was based solely on Agnew's 
no-contest plea to the tax charge. They 
said they did not take into consideration 
any of the allegations made by the 
Justice Department in Agnew's U S. 
District Court appearance last Oct. 10. 


Newspaper case penc/s 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Supreme 


Court today agreed to consider whether 
states can demand that newspapers 
give free space to political candidates 
for replies to editorial attacks. 


The justices accepted the case for 


argument on the merits but left them- 
selves the option of deciding, after 
bearing the arguments, that they do not 
have jurisdiction in the case. 


The issue reached the justices in a case 


from Florida in which the state supreme 
court upheld a 1913 state law requiring 
that newspapers which "assail" the 
personal character or official record of 


a candidate must print his reply with 
equal prominence. 


Major news organizations called the 


Florida court decision an unprecedented 
violation of First Amendment rights. 


The Florida justices were equally 


adamant in seeing their support of the 
law as an enhancement of First 
Amendment values for all citizens at a 
time of growing concentration in press 
ownership. 


The U.S. Supreme Court agreed to 


hear the case in a brief, routine order. It 
will be argued later this term with a 
decision expected by June. 


Only Mississippi has a similar right- 


to-reply statute. It has been construed as 
applicable only in instances of libel, 
according to papers filed in the Florida 
case. 


The largely ignored Florida law found 


new prominence in 1972 when state 
legislative candidate Pat L. Tornillo 
invoked it in an attempt to reply to two 
editorials in the Miami Herald opposing 
his candidacy. 


A Florida trial court held the law 


invalid, but the Florida Supreme Court 
found the law compelling in the context 
of the election process, which it called 
the "fundamental precept upon which 
our system of government is based ..." 


Low profits discouraged domestic expansion, oil firm says 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Officials of 


some of the nation's largest oil com- 
panies acknowledge that their industry 
could have produced more domestic 
crude oil in recent years but decided 
against it because it wouldn't have been 
profitable. 


The officials said their companies 


were only exercising sound business 
judgments in ignoring such oil, and, to 
a man, they blamed federal policies and 
regulations for the situation. 


Ten executives from eight of the 


biggest 10 oil companies made their 
statements in separate interviews with 


The Associated Press. Most of the men 
asked not to be identified either by name 
or by company. 


"The oil we're talking about is in fields 


that are in secondary and tertiary 
recovery stages," said one of the 
officials. "It's very expensive to produce 
that oil and with the prices we could have 
gotten for it (under federal price 
regulation) in past years, we would have 
lost money. 


"To some people, I know that's going 


to sound evil. But we have a business 
proposition here. It's hard-headed 
business economics." 


The industry executives were 


unanimous in blaming federal policies 
for the lag in domestic oil production. 
They said price regulation did not allow 
them sufficient profit tc encourage 
domestic exploration and drilling. 


Also cited were the delays in 


development of the North Slope in 
Alaska, restrictions on foreign imports 
and the unavailability of new offshore 
leases. 


"The combination of government 


policies and the lack of new leases made 
investment by the oil companies in this 
country somewhat unattractive," said 


Norman DeBay, manager of investor 
relations for the Gulf Oil Corp. 


"The oil companies spent their money 


overseas where the investment oppor- 
tunities were good," DeBay said. "I 
think it's quite a logical thing to have 
done." 


A spokesman for the Federal Energy 


Office said government officials were 
aware that there is available domestic 
oil that the industry has failed to 
produce. 


"Many of the regulation and policy 


changes made over the past months have 
been aimed at making production of that 


oil more attractive to the industry," 
Gene Curella, the FEO spokesman, said. 
But he added there was some question 
whether the industry should have sought 
those incentives. 


"It may make good business sense to 


the industry to leave that oil in the 
ground," Curella said. "But is it right to 
place that high a priority on profits when 
the nation is in the midst of an energy 
crisis like we have now?" 


Last month, the Cost of Living Council 


approved a $1 a barrel increase in the 
price of regulated domestic crude oil, 
bringing to $5.25 a barrel the price oil 


companies can charge purchasers. The 
council earlier had exempted from pnce 
controls new domestic petroleum 
production. 


Both measures were intended to 


encourage production and development, 
and oil industry officials indicated the 
new measures probably would have the 
desired effect. 


"With the prices going up, we're 


taking another look at the oil it wasn't 
economical to produce before," one 
executive said. "The industry undoub- 
tedly will produce that oil when it is 
financially worthwhile for us to do so."

HILBERT -The $30,000 paid by the 


village for sealing, cleaning and 
televising the village sewage system 
will not be refunded in governmental 
aid as previously expected, the village 
learned last week. 


James Arthur of Arthur and As- 


sociates, Fond du Lac, informed the 
board that aid will only be available 
after the law allowing funding for such 
projects is enacted and will not be 
retroactive.

The works was done to eliminate

Later it was learned 
that EPA had not determined whether

required. 


According to the new priority list for 


funding, the village has slipped from 
183 to 193. 


The only portion of the project which 


can continue is the interceptor line 
from the present plant to Cold Springs 
Cheese Co., where the lagoon system is 
located. Arthur was asked to obtain 
legal discriptions for easement on the 
Richard Behnke property for this pur- 
pose. 


In other business, the village heard 


from the state Public Service Com- 
mission (PSC) advising that the station 
meter on the village's well must be 
tested to insure an accurate record of 
water being pumped. The tests must 
be taken every two years. 


The (PSC) pointed out that the well 


has reached about two thirds of the 
village's daily demand during certain 
summer days "when this condition 
develops in a system with only one well 
then the ability of your utility to con- 
tinue to supply reliable water source to 
customers is questionable." The PSC 
suggested that engineers review the 
supply and demand to see if an addi- 
tional source will be needed in the near 
fu future. 


The board instructed the water 


committee to get the meter tested and 
determined if the well near the Hardy 
Sheet Metal Company can be used as 
an auxiliary source. 


Arthur and Associates again were

Energy crisis 
won't change 
class setup

MANAWA —Kindergarten sessions 


here will continue to operate on a daily, 
half-day basis, as opposed to a proposed 
daylong session on alternating days, 
following recent action by the Little 
Wolf Board of Education. 


Supt. Robert G. Ames presented a 


study on the two systems at the board's 
recent meeting. The study was com- 
missioned to determine the savings that 
could be realized in the use of fuel. 


"It is my opinion that the reasons 


underlying the operation of kindergar- 
ten in daily, half-day sessions are 
sound," Ames said. "I believe going to 
alternate, full-day sessions would im- 
pair the effectiveness of the kindergar- 
ten program." 


While it might save on gasoline costs, 


other added costs of the full-day ses- 
sions would negate this savings, he 
said. 


"1 believe that authoritative opinion, 


research and experience support the 
operation of regular kindergarten 
programs on a daily, half-day schedule. 
While fuel shortages may "cause cut- 
backs in instructional programs, I 
would suggest that these cutbacks be 
made first in extracurricular areas and 
then, only if necessary, in areas affect- 
ing 
the 
primary 
instructional 


program," Ames said. 


Supporting" the evidence, the school 


board did not approve any changes in 
the present kindergarten p'rogram. 


Ames also quoted a letter from a 


consultant in preschool and kindergar- 
ten programs with the state Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. The consul- 
tant said half-day sessions that meet 
daily best meet the needs of the five- 
year-old child. She pointed out that 
under the alternate, full-day plan, in 
some cases, children may be away from 
home for more than eight hours a day 
because of bus schedules. 


She said, "The physical, emotional 


and social development of the kinder- 
garten child cannot cope with this 
easily." 


Ames also backed his findings with a 


study from the Minnesota Department 
of Education, the Chippewa Falls public 
schools and other DPI reports.

Roads to be kept 
reasonably open 


The reduced winter maintenance 


program on state highways, proposed 
last month, is now official. The state 
highway commission has approved a 
plan which would divide state highways 
into three classes for maintenance ac- 
cording to the amount of traffic they 
cany. 


Outagamie County Highway Commis- 


sioner Clarence Brownson, who already 
had made the changes on state and 
county roads here, said motorists 
wouldn't notice much of a change 
anywhere in the county. 


"We probably will keep the roads 


reasonably open," Brownson said, "but 
motorists can expect roads to be slip- 
pery during a snowstorm." 


The state plan classifies state roads 


according to those with 5,000 or more 
vehicles per day, 1,000 to 5,000 vehicles 
per day and f^wer than 1,000 vehicles 
per day. The latter two categories will 
receive reduced service between 8 p.m. 
and 4 a.m. and on Sundays. 


Brownson said he uses the same 


maintenance program on county trunks 
as he does on the state highways in the 
county. 


Town roads are maintained at the 


request of the towns, with service vary- 
ing from town to town. Brownson said 
the towns of Grand Chute, Oneida, 
Cicero, Center and Bovina do some of 
their own snowplowing and salting. 
County crews do all the work in the 
remaining towns. 


Winnebago County Highway Commis- 


sioner Robert Graf said he wanted to 
talk with state maintenance engineer G. 
T. Landsness, who issued the orders, 
before putting the order into practice. 


"It would seem to curtail much of the 


night maintenance on all state roads in 
the county except for U.S. 41," Graf 
said. 


He added that he probably would also 


apply the guidelines to Winnebago 
County Trunk roads. "We certainly 
won't maintain any county trunks to a 
higher standard than the state roads," 
he said. County Trunk A between 
Neenah and Oshkosh is probably the 
only county trunk in Winnebago carry- 
ing more than 5,000 cars a day, he said. 


Winnebago County crews do the 


plowing in all the towns except the 
Town of Menasha, which contracts with 
a private firm. "We don't plow a town 
road unless we are asked by the town," 
Graf said.

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Shortage of investment capital 


The basic shortage in this country which is at the root of 


most of our shortage problems is in investment capital, 
according to an exhaustive study of our economic problems 
in Industry Week magazine. 


Here are some facts and figures cited in the article by 


Floyd G. Lawrence, executive editor: 


The combined capacity of the nation's 250 oil refineries is 


13 million barrels a day, 4 million barrels per day less than 
the nation consumes. But new refineries are not being built 
because low profit returns discourage oil companies from 
investing in refineries or in the exploration for and drilling 
of new wells. In 1956 the oil industry drilled 16,000 wells; in 
1972 only 4,500. 


The reduction of the oil depletion allowance from 27y2% to 


22% and government price controls are major factors 
dissuading investment m wells and refineries. 


But experts declare that our present shortage of energy 


will be surpassed in severity soon by a shortage of basic 
metals. Steel, for example, has a present capacity of 135 
million tons, of which 50% must be replaced by the year 
2,000. Capacity should be increased to 160 million tons by 
that time also To accomplish this the steel industry will 
have to invest some S70 billions over those 25 years. 


Comparable investment requirements for other basic 


industries are estimated as follows copper $16.5 billion, 
aluminum S30 billion, oil refineries S770 billion, and coal 
$175 billion. That is a total of over one trillion dollars, 
averaging out to $42 billions per year. In the five years from 
1967 through 1971. capital spending by these industries 
totalled S25 billion, or $5 billion per year. 


Where would that amount of capital investment money 


come from? Under current market conditions no corpora- 
tion is going to offer equity stock for sale, and a 10 per cent 
interest rate discourages borrowing. Faced with this 
demand for money, however, it is rather obvious long term 
interest rates will remain high. 


These conditions also forecast a continuing high rate of 


inflation, for the one factor which will encourage investment 
in new production facilities is a high price for the products. 


Americans might as well get accustomed to high prices, 


high interest rates and shortages of basic goods to go along 
with their high taxes. 


Guaranteed income a reality 


For several years there has been a small controversy over 


the pros and cons of a guaranteed annual income to insure 
that even the most deprived and inept have some share of 
United States affluence. The dispute no longer follows 
political party lines since a leading conservative economist 
recommended the policy some years ago. 


A limited form of guaranteed income came quietly into 


existence m the United States on New Year's Day. It isn't 
likely to go away. In the nature of things, it probably will be 
expanded. 


The program is limited to the blind, the disabled expect- 


ing at least, one full year without substantial employment 
ability, and those over 65. The first S20 of income from other 
than wages and the first $65 ( or $85 if there is no other 
income) of wages does not disqualify an individual. 
Resources may total up to $1,500 for a single person or $2,250 
for a married couple. The federal government guarantees 
that those coming under the "supplementary security 
income" qualifications will receive at least $130 for an 
individual per month and, after next June, S140. 


In Wisconsin the amount is more. Under the joint con- 


tributions of the state and federal governments, an in- 
dividual is guaranteed $216 per month and a married couple 
qualifying receives $329 per month. The program takes the 
place of former Aid to the Elderly, Blind and Disabled 
programs run in Wisconsin by the state and counties. SSI 
will also automatically qualify blind or disabled children 
now under Aid to Families With Dependent Children. 


In Wisconsin there is another change. Support from 


children able to contribute to their aged parents' welfare is 
no longer necessary. This factor m Wisconsin state law has 
been controversial and difficult to apply and enforce. Now 
parents with penny-pinching, ungrateful offspring no longer 
must suffer further humiliation. SSI will make the 
payments in any case. This may not seem fair to the 
responsible but the government appears to be recognizing 
that life is not necessarily fair. 


At first it may appear that SSI is merely another way of 


handling the same programs. But in essence the approach is 
different. What the program really is saying is that 
Americans in a certain category with severe handicaps in 
their ability to earn, must in the future be supplied enough 
by their governments. It isn't a temporary measure. It 
recognizes what may be the rest of one's life^situation. 


Once the government has said this, will it be able to stop 


vt ith the aged, crippled and blind? It seems unlikely What 
of indigent children? What even of students unable"to hold 
full-time jobs while they pursue their studies or those whose 
mental or emotional status handicaps severely their earning 
capabilities? SSI may indeed become GAL

The Madison Capital Times, which is not 


noted for sentimentality, perhaps made the 
most appropriate comment on Zimmerman's 
decision to retire to enjoy the state pension for 
which he will be eligible a year hence —and 
which was substantially sweetened by act of the 
legislature a few months ago. The usually 
acerb'C Madison editor remarked cordially 
about Zimmerman's career, but then suggested 
that the off>ce which he has held for 17 years is 
of 1'ttle importance and should be abolished 


Most persons with any pretensions to an 


understanding of state government and its 
administrative aspects will endorse the sen- 
timent Indeed, the idea is one of the most 
shopworm in state political dialog. The reason 
why no political party that has had the power to 
make decisions in Wisconsin has ever seriously 
mo\ed toward such reform —in the sense of, 
shortening the ballot to confine electoral atten- 
tion to policy offices, as well ^s upholding the 
elementary principles of public administration 
—is that the office has usually been held by men 
who were regarded as campaign assets. 


Bob Zimmerman's service was to the 


Republican party, primarily, rather than to a 
constituency that was to any degree aware of the 
modest and few duties that he performed. That 
fact was what made Zimmerman's unexpected 
declaration of his retirement plans newsworthy 
rather than his length of service or the sig- 
nificance of the operations of the small corner of 
the bureaucracy for which he was responsible.

generating controversy, Zimmerman was able 
to make friends without regard to party label.

As "Young Zim" had name familiarity 


because he replaced a father. Treasurer Smith

the name of Murray Chotmer is 
synonymous with dirtv political tricks 
They credit Chotmer with schooling the 
President in all the campaign tactics he 
knows, and they don't mean that to be 
flattering 


However. Chotmer has just won an 


endorsement of his relative virtue in the 
1972 Presidential campaign from none 
other than the Manchester Union 
Leader, the militant right-wing organ 
oubhshed in New Hampshire by 
W ilham Loeb 


The Union Leader agreed to an out- 


of-court settlement of a $3 miHion libel 
suit Chotmer filed against the paper for 
charges made about him last spring 
Chotmer won a hefty sum for defama- 
tion of character damages, and a front 
page retraction 


The newspaper said its charges were 


false that Chotmer had organized the 
Watergate incident and other related 
activities, obtained finances for them, 
solicited campaign contributions to 
achieve the parole of former Teamster 
President James Hoffa and later 
"double-crossed" Hoffa. 


In charge of 'ballot security' 


Chotiner's official role in the 1972 


campaign was "ballot security." a 
vague project surrounded with secrecy 
but described bv both Chotmer and 
other Nixon advisers as outside the 
main thrust of campaign activities 
Chotiner bv then was out of the White 
House and engaged in the private prac- 
tice of law 


Chotiner is no longer the Presidential 


confidant he was in the good old days 
when 
he 
masterminded 
cvnical 


merchandising. He never reallv func- 
tioned very well with John Mitchell, 
Bob Haldeman, and Compam, and as 
their power grew, his diminished 


Chonner still volunteers pungent 


opinions to other White House assis- 
tants, but there is no evidence that the 
President has followed any of his ad- 
vice In fact, Chotiner says he has not 
talked to the President in a long, long 
time 


In at least one sense, that mav be 


"The 
President has lost most of his strong, 
tough-minded counselors to the Water- 
gate scandals Those who surround him 
now have neither the long intimacv with

Survey shows teaching vacancies 


WASHINGTON - When news of the 


arrest of Lee Harvey Oswald for the 
assassination of President Kennedy 
reached Soviet leaders and the boss of 
the dread KGB, the vast Soviet secret 
police apparatus, a bomber was 
immediately dispatched from Moscow 
to Minsk by the frightened Kremlin. 
^ The purpose: to retrieve Oswald's 
secret dossier in the KGB's office in 
Minsk (where Oswald had lived before 
returning to the U.S. in June 1962) and 
fly it to Moscow for inspection. 
Terrified Kremlin leaders feared the 
dossier might conceivably disclose 
"some relationship" between the as- 
sassin and the KGB. 


As it turned out, to the Kremlin's vast 


relief —according to KGB defector Yuri 
Nosenko's version in a new, soon to be 
published book on Soviet secret in- . 
telligence — the files showed no link. 
Nevertheless, this association between 
KGB and Oswald was another near-miss 
when the independent operations of the 
mighty Soviet secret police threatened 
disruption of world peace against the 
Kremlin's announced policy —a danger 
more prevalent in today's era of de- 
tente. 


Net insane but abnormal 


Writes, 
author 
John 
Barren: 


"Nosenko states that two panels of 
psychiatrists, independently examined 
Oswald at KGB behest and each 
concluded that, though not insane, he 
was abnormal. Accordingly, the KGB 
ordered that Oswald be watched but not 
recruited. 


Oswald returned to the U.S. in June 


1962, then sought reentry to the Soviet 
Union via the Soviet embassy in Cuba in 
September 1963. When the KGB blocked 
his return, he went to Dallas to prepare 
for his terrible deed. 


That episode is brought to light in 


Barren's authoritative expose of the 
pervasive, international spv network. 
"KGB: 
The Secret Work* of Soviet 


Secret Agents" (Readers Digest Press) 
is the first definitive study of this 
foreign espionage and internal state 
police apparatus written with assis- 
tance of western governments, includ- 
ing the U.S., West Germans, the Dutch 
and the British. 


The reason for this unaccustomed 


help is in itself significant. After years 
of shrouding the public from scrutiny of 
Soviet syping. Western governments 
have come to realize little if any na- 
tional security of the Western powers is 


involved. Obviously, KGB has all the 
threads of its own operations and would 
learn nothing from disclosure. 


There is, moreover, a second, more 


onminous reason for the new desire by 
Western security agencies to have more 
information made public on vast KGB 
operations. This is the fact that KGB, 
confronting internal resistance to the 
Communist system arising from the 
Kremlin's poliicy of d^ente and ex- 
panding contacts witht the West, is 
growing larger, more oppressive and 
more dangerous. 


Consider these facts: the London- 


based Institute for the Study of Conflicts 
reported in 1973 that Soviet agents in 
Western European countries increased 
from 1,485 ten years ago to 2,146 last 
year. Three out of every four accredited 
Soviet "diplomats" in NATO countries 
are engaged in some form of spying. 


To protect the rapidly growing Soviet 


trade bureaucracy from ideological 
taint, the Kremlin has installed as head 
of the Soviet chamber of commerce a 
top KGB official named Yevgenni Pe- 
trovich Pitovranov. 


"The contradiction between the 


public politics of detente and the secret 
machinations of the KGB," writes 
Barren, "can be seen in the realm of 
trade. While the Soviet Union solicits 
broader commercial ties with the West, 
the KGB prepares to prevent these ties 
for its own familiar purposes by ins- 
talling Pitovranov and other officers as 
overseers of the chamber of com- 
merce." 


Every Kremlinologist knows of the 


KGB's deep penetration into Soviet life. 
But disturbing questions about its 
Kremlin influence are raised by 
Barren's study, commended by Ray S. 
Cline, former U. S. Central Intelligence 
Agency official and State Department 
intelligence boss, as "the most authen- 
tic account of the KGB I have eaver 
seen." 


Technician victim of poison-pistol 
Thus, on Sept. 6, 1964, Barren writes, 


KGB agents fired a poison-pistol at a 
West German technician, sent from 
Bonn to "cleanse" the Moscow embassy 
of KGB microphones. The technician 
almost died from the invisible injection 
of nitrogen mustard gas. 


As a result of that attack, the Bonn 


government angrily cancelled an invi- 
tation to then party secretary Nikita 
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Khrushchev to visit West Germany, a 
visit expected to result in a Soviet bid 
for detente. 
Within five 
weeks, 


Khrushchev was fired and detente was 
delayed for nearly six years. 


The connection between-the event in 


Moscow and Khrushchev's downfall is 
conjectural, but KGB's power to thwart 
Khrushchev's step toward detente was 
indisuptabley clear. That is one of 
Barren's chilling conclusions: KGB, 
pushing the hardest of hard lines, has 
an impact all its own on Kremlin ac- 
tions abroad. 


Yet, argues Barren, it carries total 


immunity. "Dismantlement of the KGB 
would remove the very foundations of 
the Soviet society," he writes, "founda- 
tions laid by Lenin more than half a 
century ago.' 


OSHKOSH, Wis. (AP) -A study by the 


placement office at the University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh shows an average of 
nearly 11 vacancies for teaching posit- 
ions the state's more than 430 public 
school districts last year. 


In addition, the study compiled by 


placement director Richard Tunenski 
reports more than 22 per cent of 4,576 
openings were created when teachers 
left for better Jobs in education. 


The survey, he said, revaled that 19.4 


per cent of vacancies came up when 
teachers gave up the profession in favor 
of housekeeping. 


"We found what appeared to be a high 


percentage, about -12 per cent, of the 
vacancies caused by retirement," Tur- 
zenski said. "We were also" amazed to 
see that 886 left teaching to assume 
household duties." 


Besides 1,020 vacancies created by 


teachers moving to better teaching jobs 
and 8S6 openings caused by teachers 
assuming household duties, the report 
indicated 527 teachers left education for 
other professions, 396 retired, 228 ret- 
urned to graduate school, 94 were dis- 


missed and 303 left for unknown reaaons. 


Tunenski said 672 openings reflect 


creation of new positions. 


He said the survey helps school of- 


ficials identify problems of teacher 
shortages. 


Turzenski said there were 448 teaching 


jobs open in the state last August, more 
than one for each district shortly before 
the opening of the school year. 


Turzenski said the survey reveals 


most of vacancies can be blamed on 
specific yet varied needs in each school 
district. 


For example, be said, a school district 


may need a person to serve as both 
librarian and wrestling coach. 


"Needless to say," he said, "most of 


my male librarians are not physically 
equipped to be wrestling coaches.

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UW computer detects 
suicidal tendencies 


MADISON -People who have ten- 


dencies towards suicides can be helped 
—if they are identified in time. 


The Suicide Risk Prediction Program 


at the. University of Wisconsin Hospitals 
in Madison now used a computer to 
determine potentially suicidal people. 


Questions appear on a screen and the 


patient types in answers. The interview 
takes from 45 minutes to three hours, 
and the computer makes a prediction on 
the likelihood of suicide in two and 
one-half minutes. 


A program developer, psychiatry 


Prof. John H. Greist, says that many 
people acutally prefer discussing per- 
sonal problems with the computer. 


"If, for example, a person is talking 


about influenza symptoms, he usually 
prefers talking with a doctor. But when 
talking about problems that may be 
socially deviant, many prefer the com- 
puter. It's a nonjudgmental interviewer 
that doesn't raise its eyebrows at 
anything." 


And the computer makes fewer mis- 


takes than a doctor. "In a study done to 
determine how accurate the computer 
is in determining suicides, we found 
that the computer was right 70 per cent 
of the time, and the clinicians, only 40 
per cent," Dr Greist said 


Besides being available day or night, 


the computer is more economical than 
a clinician. Between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
weekdays a computer interview costs 
$3, and only $1 50 other times. 


The patients, who voluntarily agree to 


the computer interview, are seen by the 
staff if the computer determines they 
are high suicide risks 


The Wisconsin Department of Health 


and Social Services reported 447 


suicides in Wisconsin every year from 
1966 to 1970. 
"; 


"The actual rate is probably twice 


that. It's impossible to tell how many 
deaths attributed to other thugs are 
really suicides. There is a real need for 
suicide prediction," Greist said. 


He developed the program in con- 


junction with UW industrial engineer- 
ing Prof. David H. Gustafson.

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Impeachment debate 
to continue in Nixon's 
term, Saxbe predicts

A national debate as to whether 


President Nixon should be impeached 
for Watergate and related reasons will 
go on for the remaining three years of 
Nixon's term, Atty.

Saxbe predicts.

Goldwater was interviewed on the 


NBC's "Meet the Press," Saxbe on CBS' 
"Face the Nation." Both programs

Sen. Lowell P. Weicker, R-Conn., a 


member of the Senate Watergate 
Committee, said on ABC's "Issues and 
Answers" program in New York that a 
compromise solution to a White House 
tapes controversy advanced by Com- 
mittee Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., 
D-N.C., was unsatisfactory to him.

MOSCOW (AP) —The Soviet press and 


radio today said Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
merits the "fate of a traitor" for his 
explosive study of Soviet labor camps 
"Gulag Archipelago." 


It was the strongest attack to date on 


the writer. 


"Solzhenitsyn-has merited .that which 


he so zealously strived for —the fate of 
a traitor from whom all Soviet working" 
people, every honest man on earth 
cannot but turn away in anger and 
disgust," said Pravda, the Communist 
party newspaper. 


The long article by I. Solovyev was 


carried in its entirety by the official 
news agency Tass, and summaries were 
read on morning radio newscasts. 


Under the headline "The Path of 


Betrayal," the article called Solzhenit- 
syn's literary documentary about the 
camps and secret police apparatus from 
1918 to 1956 "a vicious fabrication ... 
clearly designed to fool and cheat 
gullible people with all kinds of lies 
about the Soviet Union." 


"Gulag Archipelago" was published 


Dec. 28 in Paris in Russian, and excerpts 
were published in Western newspapers. 


Pravda called the 1970 Nobel 


prizewinner a "profoundly immoral 
man" who is "literally choking with 
pathological hatred for the country. 
where he was born and grew up, for the 
. socialist system and for the Soviet 
people." 


The attack also repeated earlier 


accusations that the author is a "hireling 
of imperialist reaction" whose main 
purpose is to "slander by any means the 
Soviet Union." 


The maximum penalty for treason in 


the Soviet Union is death by firing squad. 
But despite the strong language of the 
article, observers believed it unlikely 
that the Kremlin plans to try Solzhenit- 
syn on a charge of treason because of the 
international outcry this would 
generate.

WASHINGTON-(AP) —Some 750 


participants in Dr. Timothy Leary's 
Brotherhood of Eternal Love religious 
group have been identified as par- 
ticipants in criminal activity, according 
to Senate testimony made public 
Sunday. 


And, the testimony indicated, the 


group expanded to become the largest 
supplier of hashish and LSD in the 
United States. 


Federal agents told the Senate they 


had severely crippled the group, but 
have not put it out of business. 


The group was granted tax-exempt 


status in California in 1966 and reached 
its high position in drug operations by 
1969, agents testified. 


The group has now been assessed for 


more than $70 million in back taxes by 
the Internal Revenue Service and . 
California, officials said.

Enforcement Administration, said that 
by the spring of 1973 "no less than 750 of 
its members had been positively 
identified as participants in criminal 
activities that spanned the globe."

terfinal matches beginning this week. 
The winners will meet in the semifinals 
in April, and then there will be a final 
round to determine who will challenge 
world champion Bobby Fjscher in 1975. 


Spassky, who lost the world title to 


Fischer in 1972, is rated a 51-point 
favorite —2,655 points to 2,604 —over 
Byrne on the Elo rating system. The 
system's developer, Arpad Elo, said this 
means Spassky "can be expected to 
score 57 per cent of the time and Byrne 
43 per cent of the time." 


As the deadline for the match 


approached, controversy was reported 
over Byrne's selecion of advisers and 
over the scheduling of the games. 


Byrne on his arrival last week was 


accompanied by Bernard Zickerman, an 
expert in chess openings, as his coach. 
But a second adviser reportedly has been 
added to Byrne's entourage, and this has 
not yet been approved by officials of 
FIDE, the World Chess Federation. 


Games are scheduled for Monday, 


Wednesday and Friday, but one source 
said this had been challenged on the 
ground that FIDE regulations require 
four matches a week.

Libya-Tunisia union 
viewed with skepticism 


MINEOLA, N.Y. (AP) - "Willful 


murder" is the charge against Dr. 
Vincent A. Montemarano in the alleged 
mercy killing of a cancer patient. 


Montemarano goes on trial today in 


Nassau County Court. 


The 33-year-old physician was chief 


resident surgeon at Nassau County 
Medical Center when he allegedly 
injected a fatal dose of potassium 
chloride into the patient, Eugene Bauer, 
59. 


At the time of his death Dec. 7, 1972, 


Bauer was suffering from neck and 
throat cancer, heart disease and 
pneumonia. He was in a coma and had 
been given less than 48 hours to live. 


Montemarano signed a certificate 


citing cancer as the cause of Bauer's 
death. After an investigation by the 
Nassau County district attorney's office, 
he was indicted for murder June 27,1973. 
He pleaded innocent to the charge and 
has been free on $23,000 bail. 


"The motive appears to have been a 


mercy killing," Dist. Atty. William 
Cahn said in announcing the indictment. 
"The evidence indicates the only reason 
was euthanasia." 


The body of Bauer, a retired Long 


Island Rail Road worker from Hicks- 
ville, was exhumed but an autopsy failed 
to show any trace of potassium chloride. 


However, Cahn said he had evidence, 


including testimony from a nurse who 
had been present, about the alleged fatal 
injection at the medical complex in East 
Meadow. 


Bauer's widow, Rose, said-she knew of 


no request for a mercy killing and said 
she would never have agreed to it. 


The trial reportedly is the first such 


case involving a physician since 1949, 
when Dr. 
Herman Sander of 


Manchester, N.H., was accused of 
killing a woman cancer patient. 


Sander entered on hospital records the 


administering of a fatal injection of air 
into the patient's veins and said his 
motive was euthanasia. A jury sub- 


sequently acquitted him of the murder 
charge. 


In a mercy lulling trial last November 


in Freehold, N.J., a jury found Lester 
Zygmaniak, 23, innocent on grounds of 
temporary insanity in the death of his 
brother George, 26. 


Zygmaniak admitted he had "in 


anguish" shot his brother to death in a 
hospital bed where George Zygmaniak 
lay paralyzed from the neck down 
following a motorcycle accident.

country —with twice as many people and 
one-tenth the area —will benefit from 
Libya's enormous oil revenue. 


Algeria's official news agency, APS, 


declared that unity of two peoples can 
only be based "on concrete realities and 
similar options in all fields" and not on 
"one single decree, however gran- 
diloquent." This was a pointed rebuff to 
a statement from Bourguiba expressing 
hope that Algeria would join the union.

Fill cost overrun now 
estimated at $4 billion 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Costs of the 


swingwing Fill jet fighter are running 
$4 billion more than anticipated, Rep. 
Les Aspin said Sunday. 


The Wisconsin Democrat released 


Pentagon figures showing that costs for 
47 major weapons projects are $21 billion 
more than their original estimates, with 
the Fill leading the list. 


The next biggest overrun listed by 


Aspin is the Bl bomber with a growth of 
$2.5 billion more than planned. 


Spokesmen for the Defense Depart- 


ment declined to comment on the 
figures. 


According to the report the costs for 


the 47 projects had been estimated at 


$110.9 billion, but actual costs are $131.9 
billion. 


Aspin said the result is that "we pay 


more and more and get less and less in 
real defense." 


He said the military has tried to

Khadafy at 31 is a 
fiery Islamic nationalist who has tried to 
expel foreign influence from his country 
and calls for the rest of the Arabs to do 
the same. 


Last summer, Bourguiba was strongly- 


critical of Libya, saying "some Libyans 
still live in the Stone Age" and the 
country should develop its technology 
before thinking of union with other 
countries. 


But Tunisia has a population of 5.1 


million, an area of only 63,000 square 
miles,

unemployment and a sizable trade 
deficit. Libya has 2.1 million people, 10 
times Tunisia's area and a per capita 
income of $1,700 a year and rising all the 
time thanks to its oil production.
